Guest column 
U .S . Senator Lloyd Bentsen 


The following are excerpts from recent 
speech by Senator Lloyd Bentsen: 
" . . . if I were given the assignment of 
rewriting the Declaration of Independence, 
I would change the phrase "the pursuit of 
happiness" to "the pursuit of excellence"-- 
not because I devalue happiness, but be­ 
cause I believe excellence is its prerequis­ 


ite . . . " 
" . . . For every a ctiv ity, there are good 
performers and poor performers. There is no 
shortage of poor performers. That is as true 
today as it was two thousand years ago 
when the Roman philosopher, Hesiod, ob­ 


served: 
'Badness you can get easily, in quanti­ 
ty; the road is smooth and it lies close by. 
But in front of excellence the immortal gods 
have put sweat, and long and steep is the 


way to it.' 
Those of you who have achieved a de­ 
gree of excellence in your chosen fields 
know how steep that road can be . . . " 
" . . . The defense of the non-achiever is 
to attack: attack the achiever; attack 
those who are involved in the pursuit of 
excellence— because it threatens the sate 
haven of mediocrity and poses challenges 


that are hard to meet. 
We know. There is always someone a- 
round the television set during a space 
flight who is ready to belittle the courage 
and discipline and precision of the astro­ 
nauts with the comment that "any chimp 
could be trained to do what they're doing.' 
During the last Apollo mission, when 
most of us were having butterflies in our 
stomachs over the technical difficulties 
that jeopardized both the m ission and the 
astronauts, Nicholas von Hoffm an-- the 
Washington columnist who makes a profes­ 
sion of belittling the efforts of others-- 
wrote a column advertising his own boredom 
with the performance o f w hat he called 
"the klutzes o r the m o o n ." 
As he described 
it, bumping into each o th er, unable to re­ 
pair what their clumsiness had damaged.’ 
"They didn't look like scientists or lab 
technicians even ," he wrote. 
"They looked 
Uke what they were, a couple of miscast 
wahoo military officers. 
He found them mighty poor entertain­ 
ment. 
"Better to have had Dr. Wizard per­ 
forming pop science, kiddie parlor tricks, 
he concluded, in a typical sour-grapes di­ 


atribe .

An important meeting 
for would-be adoptive and 
foster parents has been sched­ 
uled for Thursday, August 
31, at 7:30 p. rn. in Hond J 
Cit) Hall. 
The meeting w ill be to 
Inform the public of the need 
for foster parents for ch il­ 
dre;, as w ell as adoptive 
parents whet can take a m ild 
into their family. 
There is a difference be­ 
tween foster parenthood and 
adoption: foster care is tam* 
p rary, substitute care for 
children whose, parents are 
unable to properly meet the 
needs of the child. Adap­ 
tion is hie permanent and le ­ 
gal step of taking overall 
responsibility for a child and 
iris future development, as 
a regular member of the 


f 4mily. 
Considerations made in 
evaluating foster homes in­ 
volve money only to tire ex­ 
tent that it is managed rea­ 
sonably well and permits a- 
notter child within the boun­ 
daries of the budget. Mostly, 
tire home climate and the 
love that w ill be given die 
ciiild are the important con­ 


siderations. 
Other criteria for foster 
care are sufficient house size, 
a fenced yard (for small 
children), and vented heat­ 
ing system. 
Each of these is 
analyzed individually with 
each case. 
Are you eligible to be an 
adoptive or foster parent? It 
may be easier than you 
thought: in some instances, 
foster mothers are allowed 
to work, although it is pre­ 
ferred that mothers of small 
childre;) devote their full at­ 
tention to the children. Pre­ 
vious marriage does not de­ 
ter any prospective parent 
from consideration. There 
may be other biological chil­ 
dren in the home, and ti re se 
do not detract from the 
chances of foster care or a- 
dopdon. Couples are pre­ 
ferred, but when it is con­ 
sidered to be in the best in­ 
terests of the child, a single 
person may adopt or care for 
a child. The primary in ­ 
tent is to place the child in 
a situation where it can be­ 
come an integral part of a 
family. This is not possible 
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A severe thunderstorm, 
which packed high, tomado- 
type winds and jaw-breaker 
size hailstonres, has caused 
extensive damage to crops 
and buildings in an area from 
Lytle to near Castroville. 
The storm struck about 7 p. 
rn. on Monday evening, and 
moved northwest, leaving a 
trail of broken glass, downed 
power lines, ruined roofs, 
and flattened crops in its 
path 


Hardest hit by the storm 
was the area near LaCoste, 
where com crops, standing 
ready to harvest in the fields 
were flattened, stripped, and 
in some cases literally shuck­ 
ed by the wind and hail, in 
a matter of minutes. 


Several mobile homes 
were damaged by the winds, 
and in downtown LaCoste, 
the entire roof was lifted 
from a wooden storage shed 
at Bexar-Medina Implement 
Co. Oilier roof damage was 
evident, in the town, along 
with broken won dows and 
large tree limbs ripped from 
the trunks. The Ervin Hi.z- 
felder farm west of LaCoste 
lost tin roofs from several 
outbuildings, and one hay 


slied was completely col­ 
lapsed in tile storm. 
The Kohleppehl and De- 
Cock farms near LaCoste and 
Castroville were hard hit 
by the hailstones, just as 
harvesting was about to begin. 
Medina Electric Cc -oper­ 
ative reported lines down in 
an area from Lytle, LaCoste 
and Farson, westward all 
the way to Sabinal, Uvalde, 
FHO Town and Batesville. 
A ll damages occurred at a- 
bout the same time from the 
massive storm. Medina E- 
lectric spokesman John Wentz 
reported that 21 poles were 
snapped by the winds, mostly 
in tie LaCoste area. Two 
poles were broken after being 
struck by debris ripped from 
harries near Pearson. These 
occurred on the Leroy Stein 
farm and tile Salzman Ranch. 
An additional pole was de­ 
stroyed by debris in the Frio 
Town area. 
A ll poles which 
were destroyed were of good 
quality, Wentz added, but 
the force of the winds was 
just too great for them. 
Scattered power failures 
resulting from the downed 
poles and wires were quickly 
corrected by rerouting power 
to the liard-hit areas.

June, 1963, 
Though the church was 
renamed, St. Dominic was 
retained as the patron saint 
and every year on the Sun­ 
day nearest Aug, 4, St. 
Dominic’s feast day, a 
homecoming day is observ­ 
ed. 
In the days before the au­ 
tomobile, the affair lasted 
two days, Aug. 4-5, Tra­ 
veling by train, buggy and 
buckboard, friends came in 
crowds for the celebration. 
There were baseball 
games by day and dances in 
two flails on boti) nights. 
Every local liousehold enter­ 
tained many guests from out 
of town. 
In October, a tdstorical 
marker w ill be dedicated in 
special ceremonies com­ 
memorating old St. Domin­ 
ic's Church, which now

To compensate, 


the flagstone floor of the 
vestibule will also be raised. 


The majestic main altar 
will remain as it is now, but 
a new altar will constructed 


on a raised, oval platform to

Presently about 650 
fam ilies, or 2500 persons ca ll 
St. Louis their parish church. 


The present church is tlie 


third to house the St. Louis 


congregation. 
The first, 


built about 1844, is still 


standing on the Moye Forma­ 
tion Center grounds, and 


was awarded an official His­ 


torical Medallion by the 
State Historical Survey Com­ 


mittee in 1966. 


A second, larger church 
was built in 1850, dedicated 


on Easter Sunday of that 
year. 
It served until 1870 
and no longer stands. 


Tile present church was 
completed and dedicated on 


August 25, 1870, feast day 


of St. Louis canonized King 


of France. 


Church records show that 
the interior was redecorated, 


with new stations of the 


Cross and stained glass win­ 


dows being added, along 


with a new steeple. 
In 1970, it received a 


Historic Medallion, and was 


acclaim ed a Texas Historic 


Landmark in its centennial 
year.

ty, in cooperation with TDC.

Tile second grant to TDC 
is for Buffing and equipping 
the barber college at the de­ 
partment's Clemens Unit, to 
offer selected Inmates train­ 
ing to enable them to quali­ 
fy for certification by the 
Sure Barber Board, giving 
them a means of supporting 
die::.selves upon release. The 
grantee w ill contribute an 
in-kind match of $12,308 
and $8, 265 in cash.

Bill Em melton, an Aus­ 
tralian from Tasmania, set a 
new walking record across 
Death Valley July 24 arri vine 
at Scotty's Castle in two 
days, 15 hours and one min­ 
ute, which includes Iris rest 
periods, breaks, meals, 
sleeping time and press in­ 


ter/lews. 


Starting at Shoshone, C al­ 
ifornia, July 22 his route 
took him north from Sho­ 
shone to Death Valley Junc­ 
tion, then west into Death 
Valley, through Furance 
Creek, then north tlirough 
Sand Dune Junction to Scot­ 
ty's Castle, making a steep 
climb from 178 feet below 
sea level to about >, OOO feet 
above sea level at Scotty’s 
Castle . . . a clocked distance 
of 111, I miles. 


The first day his fast walk 
took him 47 miles; the sec­ 
ond day he walked 33 miles; 
and on hie final day he cov­ 
ered the last gruelling dis­ 
tance of 31,1 miles. 


The same route, indicat­ 
ed cm maps at 115 miles, 
took hie Englishman, Ken­ 
neth Crutchlow, six days in 
July, 1970. 


During the three days, 
temperatures ranged from 
109-115 degrees with ground 


temperatures ranging from 
185-187 degrees and relative 
humidity at 14, according 
to official Death Valley 
Ranger station calculations. 


Tile 52-year-old Emmer- 
ton, a nutrition and exer­ 
cise authority, was sponsor­ 
ed by the American Lamb 
Council, a division of the 
American Sheep Producers 
Council, to publicize the 
food value of lamb. 


Emmerton's wife, Norma, 
drove a camper, following 
Em melton, and provided Bill 
with plenty' of lamb sand­ 
wiches to eat along the walk, 
a1 ng with plenty of fruit 
juices and cool water. Add­ 
ed to that Mrs. Emmerton 
lielped Bill change his shoes 
and socks periodically, try­ 
ing to prevent blisters, but 
tallowing their development 
from hie hot asphalt, she 
bandaged Iris feet, massaged 
and wiped liim down when 
necessary . . . but most of all 
gave him unstinting moral 
support. 


D’iring tile walk he wore 


out two pairs of shoes, and 
developed badly blistered 
feet, which brought down Ills 
average from 4.5 miles per 
hour when lie started out to 
between 2.5 to 3 miles per 
hour at the flnisli.

During the course of a 
working day, you may be 
called on to move one or 
more objects to a different 
location. Sprains, strains, 
hernias and fractures could 
result from moving stock, 
materials, and other items 
unles you take care to pre­ 
vent such accidents. 
Whether you decide to 
pull it, push it, or cany it, 
die safe way is the only way 
to choose. Most problems 
can be prevented if you ob­ 
serve the following safety 


tips: 


banning ahead makes any 
job easier and safer to do, so 
determine die route you're 
going to take. Makre sure 
it's free of tripping hazards 
and avoid stairways if at all 
possible. For bulky and hea­ 
vy objects, a conveyor or 
lift truck is recommended. 
Otherwise get help if you 
have any doubt about whe­ 
ther you can move the ob­ 
ject by yourself. 


Plan rest stops and check 
ahead to see lf there is am­ 
ple space for you to handle 
die object safely along die 
route. 
If there is any possibility 
diat die object is slippery 
from being wet or greasy , 
clean it up. Wear gloves to 
protect your fingers from 


slivers and rough or sharp 
edges. Then get a firm grip 
to make carrying easier. 
Make sure the object you 
are to lift is not too heavy 
for you. Then protect your­ 
self by doing it correctly. 


Observe these steps: 
1. Stand close to the 
load with your feet apart few 
proper balance. 
Make sure 
your footing is secure. 
2. Bend your knees, 
keeping your back as straight 


as you can. 
3. 
Get a good grip. (M a­ 
ny lifting accidents occur 
because tile object slips from 


die hands.) 
4. Lift smoothly and not 
too quickly, straightening 
your knees until you're stand­ 
ing erect. Use your leg 
muscles rattier than your 
back because they're strong­ 


er. 
5. Avoid twitting your 
body, lf you must change 
direction, do it by moving 
your feet. 
6. Be sure the load is se­ 
cure and w ill not fall, tip 
over, roll off, or get In 
someone's way. 


When you "plan ahead, " 
It may take a moment or 
two longer, but tills Is better 
than running tile risk of inju­ 
ry. No doubt your boss w ill

Approximately 535 farm­ 


ers in Medina County re­ 
ceived farm set-aside pro­ 
gram payments totaling

Floyd M. Smith, County Ex­ 
ecutive Director for the Ag­ 
ricultural Stablli: adon and 
Conservation Service (A SCS). 
By the end of die month, die 
total w ill be about $771,494 
to 750 farmers,. 
Nadonwide, approxi­ 
mately 750, OOO cotton, feed 
grain and wheat producers 
were malled a total of $850 
million In expedited prelim­ 
inary payments in dme for 
die checks to arrive In pro­ 
ducers’ hands on July I. 
Payments under the set- 
aside programs are made to 
farmers who agree to set- 
aside part of dielr land from 
production In order to meet 
a national objective of bal­ 
ancing supply and demand In 
certain commodities. Tliese 
pay menu t*lp to off-set the 
loss of returns from cropland 
diat otherwise would be used 
for Income-yielding produc­ 
tion, and on which the farm­ 
er Is obliged to continue to 
pay taxes and apply needed 
conservation steps, accord­ 
ing to officials of tile U, S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
Pay menu to producers are 
limited to 555, OOO per per­ 
son for each of three crops-- 
feed grain, wlieat and cot- 
rCn.- .r,,v»r the Agricultural 


Act of 1970. 
Feed grain producers in 
die nation ultimately w ill re­ 
ceive about $1, 9 billion. 


cotton producers about $825 
million, and wheat producers 
about $1 billion. 
Prelimin­ 
ary paymenu to wheat pro­ 
ducers are limited by law to 


75 percent of final payments. 
Final wheat certificate pay­ 
menu w ill be made after De­ 
cember I. 
Feed grain and 
cotton farmers may or may 
not get a final payment, de­ 
pending on market conditions. 
The expedited farm pro­ 
gram paymenu are made pos­ 
sible by streamlined proce­ 
dures inaugurated In 1970 by 
A SCS. The action enabled 
farmers to receive the entire 
payment due them In the 
1970 and 1971 programs she 
to eight weeks earlier than 
ever before. 
These early paymenu 
tielp many producers reduce 
tlielr need for long-term 
credit and cut tile amount of 
Interest paid. The flow of 
cash at tills time w ill again 
be of major significance to 
rural communities and tile 
U. S. agricultural economy, 
USDA officials said.

COLLEGE STATION—An 
extra $25 to $30 million over 
the next three years may be 
the benefit to Texas farmers 
as a result of the recent 
grain purchase agreement be­ 
tween the United States and 
tile Soviet Union, according 
lo Di. Lonnie Jones of the 
Texas Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station. 
"About 3. 5°b of the $750 


mill i on sales agreement w ill 
go to Texas farmers, " he 
said. 
"The percentage is 
smaller titan some other ag­ 
ricultural states because Tex­ 
as produces less than two 
percent of the U. S. wheat 
and com crop. These crops 
are expected to make up the 
bulk of the Soviet Union's 


requests." 
The U. S. -Soviet trade 
pact was the largest single 
grain agreement ever signed, 
and deliveries are to begin 
immediately. 
"Tlie expanded market for 
sorghum, wheat, com, bar­ 
ley, rye and oats should 
mean improved grain prices 
and lower surpluses, " Jones 
noted. 
"If the Soviet Union 
should request more grain 
sorghum and less corn than 
expected, Texas farmers 
could profit even more, " he 
predicted. 
Sorghum requests are ex­ 
pected to amount to about 
six percent of tile total a- 
greement. Texas produces 
1/3 of the U. S. sorghum sup­ 
ply and w ill profit directly 
from any increased requests. 
Jones also calculated that 
lf the $750 million agree­ 
ment is increased to $1 b il­ 
lion, as Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Earl Butz has pre­ 
dicted, Texas grain produc­ 
ers w ill receive about $30 


to $35 minion. 
Tile assistant professor in 
Texas A&M University'* De­ 
partment of Agricultural E- 
conomics and Rural Sociolo­ 
gy agreed with Secretary 
Butz that consumer prices 
for grain products should not 
increase as a result of the 
Soviet grain sale. 
"Surpluses are on hand 
from last year's bumper 
crops, and tills year's crop 
is predicted to be large. 
These supplies should meet 
most of tile additional de - 
rnand without reducing the 


Acreage that grain farm­ 
ers are allowed to farm may 
increase or remain stable, 
he added. In past years the 
Secretary of Agriculture has 
lowered acreage that can be 
farmed to restrict the grain 
supply and thereby maintain 
prices. An increase in tile 
acreage allotment would al­ 
low farmers to produce more 
and increase their revenues. 


"An added effect of the a- 
greement w ill be the profit 
to the state's agri-business 
by the sliipment of grain 
through Texas ports. In ad­ 
dition to Texas grain, n ich 
of that produced by Mi<h est 
grain states w ill pass through 
and be shipped from Texas. 
Revenue should come from 
both, " Jones said.

Organic foods not superior 


COLLEGE STATION—Ad­ 
vocates of organic foods 
claim that there foods iieip 
cure diseases and Increase 
one's life span. 
Not so, according to Ka­ 
ren Kreipke, foods and nutri­ 
tion specialist for ti* Texas 
Agricultural Extension Serv­ 
ice, 
"Some organic food en­ 


thusiasts say that there foods 
are nutritionally superior, 
better tasting and safer be­ 
cause they're free from the 
'poison' of chemical fertili­ 
zers and toxic sprays, ” Miss 
Kreipke noted. 
"But these 


claims are faire." 


T I* Texas A&M Universi­ 
ty specialist explained that a 
plant's genetic make-up de­ 


termines its food value. And 
ti* U, S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture reports that there's 
no proof that fruits and vege­ 
tables produced without 
chemical fertilizers contain 
more vitamins and minerals. 


"Tills means, * st* empha­ 
sized. "that there can be no 
difference in the nutritional 
value of plants grown with 
chemical fertilizers and those 
grown with organic fertiliz­ 


ers. 
Tf pesticides aren't used, 
insects and diseases infest 
crops, thus causing a poor 
appearance of organic foods 
as compared to other pro­ 


duce. " 
M ilt Kreipke added that 
besides looking leu glamor­ 


ous, organic fruits arid vege­ 
tables usually cost two or 
three times more than non­ 
organic foods. 
"Foods aren't 'poisoned* 
by chemical fertilizers and 
toxic sprays, as organic food 
proponents say, " the Texas 
A&M University specialist 
stated. 


St* pointed out that ex­ 
perts continually check pro­ 
duce for IU level of pesti­ 
cide residue. T I* permissi­ 
ble residue level is well be­ 
low any amount that might 
produce undesirable health 
effects. Markeu aren't a l­ 
lowed to sell any food with a 
chemical residue level that 
exceeds tills permluibk 
mark. 


Producers of organic foods 
use wily organic fertilizers 
such as manure and compost. 
They also rebuild ti* soil by 
a system of long-range crop 
rotations. 
"But facu show," Miss 
Kreipke said, "that modem 
scientific agricultural meth­ 
od* maintain soil fertility 
and even lead to increased 
crop yields." 
T I* specialist concluded 
that all fruits and vegetables 
aid in maintaining good 
health by contributing vita­ 
mines and minerals to ti* 
diet. 
"So whetter they're or­ 
ganic or non-organlc, there 
fruiu and vegetables remain 
an important pan of our di­ 
et, " the foods expert said.

SCS News 


Seventeen species of En­ 
dangered Native Plants of 
Texas are found in the M e­ 
dina Valley Soil and \\ ater 
Conservation District. The 
Soil Conservation Service in 
cooperation with other State 
and Federal agencies have 
com piled a list of Rare and 
Endangered Native Plants of 
Texas. 
A rate plant species is one 
that is in such sm all numbers 
throughout its natural range 
that it may be endangered if 
Its environm ent or habitat 
deteriorates. 
An endangered 
species is one whose prospects 
survival and reproduction 
are in jeopardy. 
Its perial 
may result from causes such 
as loss or changing of habi­ 
tat as clearing, overexploi­ 
tation or grazing, com peti­ 
tion or disease. 
Endangered species found 
in Medina County include 
six grasses, three forbs and 
eight woody plants. 
The grasses are big blue­ 
stem, Canada wlldrye, 
Three flower me lie, False 
swltchgrass, Indian grass and 
Eastern ga ma grass. 
Tire forbs are Engle man 


daisy’, showy prairie gentian 
(blue bells) and halfshrub 
sundrop (day primrose). 
The woody plants are 
Wrights anisranth, Texas 
madrone, Texas kidneywood, 
narrow Ie af foresterla, Texas 
mulberry, ..right pavonia, 
tm allflower peachbush and 
Sycam oreieaf sn ow be ll. 


Many of these plants, es­ 
pecially the grasses, can be 
brought back by proper graz­ 
ing m anagem ent of range­ 
land. 
The endangered grass 
plants are Hie most palatable 
to livestock and the most 
productive grasses adapted to 
die sites where they formerly 
grew In large numbers. These 
grasses, and the plants w filch 
grew in association with 
them before they were killed 
out from over-grazing by do­ 
mestic livestock, probably 
produced more pounds of for­ 
age per acre than the Im ­ 


proved grasses being used to ­ 
day. 
Protection of the endang­ 
ered woody species should be 
considered when planning 
brush control and other land 
clearing operations. 


R etirem en t hom e checklist 


COLLEGE STATION—No 
stairs, large windows, plenty 
of lights, wide halls and la ­ 
bor savers. 
All together, they spell a 
retirem ent home that'* worth 
living in, according to Pat 
Bradatiaw, touting and tom e 
furnishings specialist for the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service. 
"A retirem ent home 
should all be on one floor, ” 
Mist Bradshaw e mphasized. 
I t it's a house, can you go 
from street to living room 
w ittout clim bing? If it's an 
apartm ent, can you walk from 
street to lobby to elevator 
without going up even one 
step?" 
The Texas A&M U niversi­ 
ty specialist suggested select­ 
ing a home with windows in 
the living room, bedroom and 
kitchen. 
Look for large w in­ 
dows, each with a pleasant, 
interesting view that allows 
you to see when sitting or ly ­ 
ing in bed. 
Also check for 
windows that are easy and 
convenient to open. 
"Look few plenty of lights 
with easy -tu-reach switches, " 
she added. 
"Are there plen­ 


ty of electric outlets, at 
least two feet off the floor to 
save stooping0 See if any are 
available for bedside phones." 
Acc .rdizg to Miss Brad­ 
shaw, wide doorways and 
halls are also im portant fea­ 
tures. 
Halls should be wide 
enough for a w toelchalr and 
void of thresholds at doors. 
Floors should be skid proof. 
Check toilet, bath and aflow­ 
er for sturdy grab bars. 
"Note lf faucets perm it 
tem perature adjustm ent be­ 
fore you enter a bath, and lf 
easy-tc-reach kitchen and 
closet stolves—ones you can 
use w ittout a stepatool—arc 
a v a ila b le ." 
H ie specialist also ad­ 
vised choosing a tom e with 
such labor savers as disposer 
^r incinerator, dishw ater 
and smooth and w astable 
surfaces where practicaL An 
autom atic heating system 
ttiat holds 80 degrees In cold­ 
est weather without strain is 
also Im portant, as w ell as 
effective autom atic cooling 
system. 
"Outside, look for places 
to sit--one in tile stiade and 
one in tie sun, " st ie added. 


Court reforms 
proposed 


AUSTIN—A proposal for 
first complete modeml- 
tion of the Texas court 
stem In 96 years w ill be 
bmitted to the state legis- 
ture next January. 
Tile heart of the modem - 
adon plan is a new judici- 
article to replace present 
rticle V of the state consti- 


don. 
The new article was 
afted by the Chief Justice's 
ask Force for Court Im ­ 
provement, headed by Rob­ 
ert W. Calvert, Chief Jus­ 
tice of the Texas Supreme 


Court. 
The plan is designed to 
improve the quality of jus­ 
tice in Texas courts and per­ 
mit cases to be handled more 
quickly and efficiently. A ll 
present judges and other 
court personnel would be ab - 
sorbed into the new system, 
and no increase in die num­ 
ber of courts or judges would 
be required. 
"This proposal w ill bene­ 
fit every county in the state," 
Calvert said. 
"For example 
it w ill give every county the 
advantages now enjoyed only 
by the 26 counties that have 
county courts at la w ,M 
In the more populous 
counties in Texas, the legis­ 
lature has created county 
courts at law, which are 
staffed by judges who are 
lawyers and devote full time 
to their judicial duties. In 
smaller counties, however, 
all county-level cases must 
be beard by the county judge, 
who in most cajes is not a 
lawyer and who also has ad­ 
ministrative duties as lie ad 
of the county commissioners 
court. 
The Task Force's propo­ 
sal calls for a statewide sys­ 
tem of county-level courts 


I staffed by fulltime law ye r- 


. judges. 
Each incumbent county 
judge who is not a lawyer 
would continue to preside 
over the county commission­ 
ers and would devote full 
time to his administrative 
responsibilities as tread of 
the county government. 
County judges who are law­ 
yers would be given an op­ 
tion of continuing as lie ads 
of tile county government or 
becoming judges in the new 
county-level court system. 


"The goal is to provide a 
qualified judge to hear eve­ 
ry contested case, no matter 
wlrere it is tried, " Calvert 
said. The proposal calls for 
jute payment of judges' sal­ 
aries, with Hie cost to be off 
set by fines and other reve­ 
nues generated by die courts. 


Another proposal that 
would benefit smaller com­ 
munities is one permitting 
criminal appeals to be heard 
by the 14 regional courts of 
civil appeals. At present, 
all appeals in criminal cases 
must go to the Court of 
Criminal Appeals In Austin. 
Under the proposed new 
judiciary article, the present 
courts of civil appeals would 
be renamed courts of ap­ 
peals, and would be permit­ 
ted to hear criminal as well 
as civil cases. In all except 
the most Important cases, 
tile decision of the court of 
appeals would be final. 
The Court of Criminal 
Appeals would be merged 
with the Supreme Court to 
create a single court of last 
resort for important cares, 
whether civil or cimlnai, 
The goal is to streamline 
the appeals process by reduc­ 
ing multiple appeals and 
delays. 
Tire proposal authorizes a 
modern court administration 
system to equalize workloads 
and keep cases moving in 
all counties of Hie state. 
In areas that have only 
one district judge, there pro­ 
visions w ill make it easier 
for the resident judge to ob­ 
tain help from--or give as­ 
sistance to--Ills colleagues 
in other districts, 
Hie system of court ad­ 
ministration also is designed 
to give all courts the be ne - 
flu of businesslike manage­ 
ment, accounting, person­ 
nel, statistical, and other 
services that otherwise would 
be beyond the reacy of all 
but the metropolitan coun­ 
ties. 
Tire Task Force, com­ 
posed of 14 outstanding law­ 
yers, judges, and legislators 
has been working on the pro­ 
posal for nearly a year. It 
Is assisted by a 30-member 
Advisory Committee which 
Includes representatives of 
all areas of the state and 
most of the groups that w ill 
be affected by the re organi­ 


zation. 
Tire Task Force w ill pre­ 
sent and explain the plan at 
a series of citizens confer­ 
ences to be held in at least 
five areas of the state this 
fall. 
"We hope to have the 
support of citizens from all 
walks of life and all areas 
of the state when we go to 
tire legislature in January, " 
Calvert said. 
If tire legislature ap­ 
proves, tire constitutional a- 
mendrnent Implementing the 
plan w ill be submitted to 
Texas voters in 1973 or 1974.

Discovering new frontiers 
and exploring new ideas are 
always exciting and chal­ 
lenging. Astronauts--the 
heroes of today as pioneers 
in space—are exploring the 
realms above the earth in 
small, complex spaceship*. 
While the astronauts are 
voyaging into the unknown, 
other explorers here on earth 
are pioneering with new i- 
deas, scientific experiments, 
and technical skills to keep 
the astronauts alive and safe 
in their little space capsule 
worlds. For no matter how 
far out into space man may 
venture, to survive he must 
take with him the earth en­ 
vironment—air, water, and 
food. 
In a sense, the earth itself 
is a wondrous kind of space­ 
ship. Throughout all tim e, 
tills truly marvelous vehicle 
las been spinning through 
space with its self-renewing 
cycles of air and water, soil 
and plant life, energy and 
growth, and life and death. 
A ll life forms on the earth 
are tied together. Each of 
the rn--plants, animals, birds, 
Insects, and organisms too 
small to be seen without a 
microscope--depends in seme 
way upon the earth environ­ 


ment for their existence: 
They need air, water, soil, 
and sunlight in some form. 
Because a ll life forms are 
closely linked and depend up­ 
on each other for their exis­ 
tence cm the earth, some sci­ 
entists speak of the "web of 
nature", If one strand of the 
web is damaged or destroyed, 
a ll the other strands w ill feel 
the result in some way. If 
the web is strong, with a ll 
parts working w ell, there w ill 
be a wholesome environment 
on the earth for man and all 
other living things. 
People are different from 
other life forms, because a- 
mong other things they have 
learned through the ages to 
use and manage natural re­ 
sources such as soil, water, 
plants, and animals to supply 
them with the things they 
need and desire. Just as it 
takes the help of many peo­ 
ple to keep the astronauts a- 
live in their miniature earth 
environment, so it takes the 
help of many people to keep 
the environment of the earth 
in good working order to sup­ 
port the growing numbers of 
people who are crowding a- 
board our planet and who 
must have air, water, food, 
clothing, shelter, and living 


space. 
Since each of us has a 
place In the great web of na­ 
ture, we should be concerned 
about what happens to the 
soil, water, and a ll things 
we call natural resources. 
Each of us has a duty to learn 
more about the natural re­ 
sources upon which our lives 
depend so that we can do our 
share to make sure that they 
are used intelligently and 
cared for properly. Conser­ 
vation—intelligent use and 
proper care--isn’t just the 
job of technicians, soil sci­ 
entists, hydrologists, forest­ 
ers, w ildlife managers, plant 
scientists, and other specia­ 


lists. 
It’s not alone the job of 
the city planner or parks su­ 
perintendent, the farmer or 
rancher, the forest or mine 
owner, It must be your job 
too, wherever you live --ci­ 
ty, suburb, or country. If 
we are going to have woods, 
w ildlife, and flowers to en­ 
joy; clean water for drink­ 
ing, fishing, and recreation; 
natural open spaces near our 
homes for playing and learn­ 
ing; and a good supply of the 
food we a ll like so much;

"Properly managed plant*

quality and quantity of its 
forage and provides soil pro­ 
tection as well as a reduction 


in water loss, 
But, like good 
livestock, management is 
not easy. 


ftoper fertilization is the 
key that unlocks profitable 
coastal bermudagraas pastures. 


A soil cest is mandatory, just 
as it is mandatory that the 
recommendation be followed. 
One should not back down on 
fertilizer requirements for 
large amounts are needed to 
achieve top profits. For soils 
testing low in nitrogen, 
phosphorus, and potasli, the 
proper ratio to apply is about 
4-1-2 or 4-1-1. 
Coastal 
bermuda usually does better 
when the nitrogen is applied 
In several applications during 
the growing season rather 
than all at once. When ap­ 
pled all at once, it is usually 
taken up in the first growth, 
leaving little or nothing the 
rest of the year. As a general 
rule the nitrogen can be ap­ 
plied after each cutting or 
grazing period. 
When grazing coastal her­ 
nia dagr ass pasture, ample 


stubble height tfiould be left 
to allow the plant to manu­ 
facture food so it can contin­ 
ue to grow and produce. The 
stubble height to maintain on 
coastal bermudagrass is six 
inches. To achieve proper 
grazing of coastal bermuda, 
rotation grazing systems are 
often a big help. Rotation 
grazing is simply a system of 
grazing two or more units 
that are of approximately e- 
qual forage potential. One 
such system for dryland coast­ 
al would be to graze one unit 


14 days and rest the other 14 
days. This would be a two- 
pasture switch back system.

Bruce Foster, president of 
the Texas Section of the So­ 
ciety for Range Management 
and a rancher In the Medina 
County Soil and Water Con­ 
servation District, says, "A 
planned system for livestock 
grazing may not be practical 
un all ranches but is advisable 
in most cases." 
Foster started using a 
grazing system in 1968. 
Since that time he says tliat 
he lias seen many changes in 
his pastures. He lists die 
improvements in the plant 
community of Ills ranch as 
increased vigor, better spe­ 
cies of grass. Increased pro­ 
duction, more drought toler­ 
ance and decrease in brush 
infestation because brush 
seedlings cannot become es­ 
tablished in a good healthy 
stand of grass. He stated 
that year-long grazing by 
livestock kills out the bet­ 
ter, high producing grass 
species. 
Foster is presently using a 
three-pasture sy stem in which 
each pasture is grazed six 
months followed by a twelve­ 


month rest or growth period. 
He plans to establish cropland 
fields to perennial gras and 
change to a four-grazing unit 
system where livestock w ill 
graze each pasture four 
months. Using tills system 
each pasture w ill have a four- 
month grazing period fol­ 
lowed by a twelve-month 
rest or regrowth period. He 
says that pastures should not 
be grazed the same time 
each year to improve a great­ 
er variety of desirable forage 
species. 
Another bene At noted by 
Foster is that of having live­ 
stock in one pasture reduce 
labor and time needed to care 
few the livestock. 
The Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service at Sonora, 
Texas lias a seven pasture 
grazing system in which all 
of tile livestock are grazed 
in one pasture for 21 days, 
then tile pasture is rested few 
126 days. Tills system of 
grazing lias increased produc­ 
tion from 32 acres of range­ 


land per animal unit to ten 
acres per animal unit.

"So 
great have been the many 
accomplishments on this an­ 
ti-pollution feed lot, that it 
is known by many as the *0- 
dorkss Feedlot'. " 
Tills Father and Son team 
became cooperators of the 
Medina Valley Soil and Wa­ 
ter Conservation l>istrict on 
October 16, 1958. The plan 
began with approximately 
HO acres, and is now 489 a- 
cres of coastal bermuda grass. 
Tl»e only acres not in coastal 
are covered with beautiful 
homes, buildings for feed, 
and sloping floors that has 
tills odorless feed lot of 8 to 
IO, OOO livestock free of pol­ 
lution. 
Tile family team has w ill­ 
ingly sought advise from the 
Soil Conservation Service, 
Texas Water Quality Board, 
and otter feed lot owners, in 
tie design and layout of tie 
entire «}stem. Strong believ­ 
ers Ll tie welfare and lealth 
of ©tiers, the Morales* con­ 
tacted every reliable source 
to be sure that pollution was 
an air and soil disease of tie 
past on tie lr holdings.

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PUMPING PRECIOUS WATER 
. to thirsty fields by irrigation 


Properly used ranges look 
ragged in appearance. Some 
gras is grazed short, some Is 
only half used and a few 
plants escape grazing entire­ 
ly. Does this paint a picture 
of your range? If not, your 
pastures are being over-used. 


Grass gets sunshine and 
carbon dioxide from the air, 
but minerals, nitrates, and 
wafer are absorbed through 
the roots. Over-grazing 
causes roots to stop growth 
and die, resulting in the 
plant starving to death due 
to lack of plant nutrients. 


Good top growth on grass­ 
es is essential for the deve­ 
lopment of a strong root sys­ 
tem. 
Proper stocking en­ 
ables the better pla is to 
maintain sufficient stubble 
height to make good root 
growth. This stubble height 
gives excellent soil protec­ 
tion. 


The shortage of beneficial 
rainfall during growing sea­ 
sons lias created an increased 
anxiety among farmers in 
the Medina Valley Soil and 
Water Conservation District. 
Tills has caused increased ac­ 
tivity on their pan to supple­ 
ment water requirements by 
irrigation. 
This can be seen in the 
fact that more new wells than 
usual have been developed. 
Also pumps have been re­ 
quired or replaced and irriga­ 
tion pipelines have been In­ 
stalled to deliver and control 
Irrigation water. It also ap­ 
pears that there is more acti­ 
vity in pie-plant irrigation 
than normal. 


W .iile the lack of rainfall 
indicates soil moisture levels 
are low, this does not neces­ 
sarily indicate the amount of 
moisture needed to rewet the 
soil. When soils reach their 
moisture-holding capacity, 
additional water is wasted. 
The amount of moisture held 
in the top four feet of soil is 
the basis for determining tile 
amount of Irrigation water 
needed for best crop produc­ 
tion. 
Tills entire layer must be 
examined to find how much 
water is needed and how- 
much can be used without 
waste. 


Most irrigated soil in this 
district w ill hold two inches 
or per foot of depth or about 
eight to ten inches in the top 
four feet. Moisture in tile 
top foot of soil does not give 
a true picture since tills lay­ 
er is a subject to rapid chang­ 
es during dry and wet periods. 
Tile moisture in deeper layer 
is important at planting time 
since tills is where more sta­ 
ble moisture Is field in re­ 
serve. 
Wi»ere fields were irrigat­ 
ed late in die previous season 
the soil may fiave remained 
moist in the deeper layers. 
In such cases a pre-llant ir­ 
rigation of two to four indies 
w ill completely rewet the 
soil to its maximum stable 
water holding capacity. But 
lf the previous crop used up 
deep moisture as much as 
six to eight Inches may be 
needed to Insure normal 
crops. 
Another factor to take In­ 
to consideration when consid­ 
ering how much water should 
be used in pre-planting irri­ 
gation is the probability of 
spring rains. To take advan­ 
tage of rains, farmers have 
to leave room in tile soil to 
steve tie water. Tills means 
ti tat soil can not be com­ 
pletely saturated by pre­ 
plan! irrigation or the spring 
rains w ill be of little value. 


Many grants are short­ 
lived; therefore, a continu­ 
ous seed supply is needed to 
provide new plants to re­ 
place old ones that die. 
Tim ely deferment at tie 
seeding period must be pro­ 
vided so that seed produc­ 
tion can be achieved. 


T ie steady decrease in 
tie supply of native forage 
is the result of too many 
grazing animals has been 
obscured by tie fact that 
herds have continued to be 
carried largely tlirough the 
increased use of supplemen­ 


tal feeds.

A ll the water which 
comes from the atmos pile re 
as pteclpltation must pass 
through or over the top lay­ 
ers of the earth, and early 
everywhere this top layer is 
the soil. Nearly everyone 
has heard about soil e real on 
and the need to conse rve our 
•oil resource. Erosioi is a 
process which is eau* d prin­ 
cipally by water, and there­ 
fore no general discussion of 
water would be comp etc 
without including a d ses­ 
sion of its relation to the 
soil-erosion problem. 


Some soils w ill take In 
water more easily than oth­ 
ers. The top layer of soil 
material is like a sieve, and 
some soils are like sieve* 
with large openings a id oth­ 
ers are like sieves wi h small 
ones. The ability of a soil 
to take in water is go emed 
by three principal factors. 


The first is the ty pe of rock 
from which the soil w is de­ 
rived. The more sandy the 
soil the better it w ill ibsorb 
water. The second is die 
ty pe and amount of vt geta-

tiou growing on the soil sur­ 
face. Vegetation on the sur­ 
face tends to break the force 
of the falling raindrops and 
holds the soil particles to­ 
gether, thus tending to pre­ 
vent the soil from washing 
aw'ay. Tile third is the struc­ 
ture of the soil, which de­ 
pends in part on the amount 
of humus or organic matter 
incorporated in the soil. 
The incorporation of the 
plant material in the upper­ 
most layer of the soil affects 
its ability to absorb water. 
Rain can beat down on a bare 
soil which has much humus 
in it and still be rapidly ab­ 
sorbed. 
It is the top layer of the 
soil which erodes away first, 
and this top layer contains 
more nutrients necessary for 
plants and animals than do 
die deeper layers. Loss of 
the most fertile top soil is u- 
sually serious because in 
most areas it cannot be re­ 
placed except over long pe­ 


riods of time. 
There are areas where the 
weathered material is deep 
and bedrock does not lie 
close to die surface but at 
great depth. Under such 
conditions even after erosion 
has removed several feet of 
the top layers, there still re­ 
mains plenty of material in 
which plants can be grown. 
The loss of the top layers of 
a deep soil is less serious 
than in the case of a shallow 
one. 
Soils protected by grow­ 
ing vegetation tend to main­ 


tain their fertility and are 
resistant to the erosive force 
of rain and running water. 
Tile better soils generally 
produce crops which are tile 
most nutritious. Thus a co­ 
ver of vegetation tends to 
keep high the soil producti­ 
vity and to minimize soil e- 


rosion losses. 


As a rule, soil could be 
best maintained by leaving 
the vegetation as it was ori­ 
ginally; that is, with no in­ 
terference by man. Yet we 
must grow crops in order to 
live. In growing crops we 
must expect a greater rate 
of soil loss than occurred un­ 
der original conditions. 
An objective of the soil 
conservationist then is to de­ 
vise ways of producing need­ 
ed crops and at the same 
time protecting the soil a- 
gainst tile elements. 


This results in a son of 
compromise. When a field 
is plowed and tilled to grow 
com or cotton or some other 
row crop, plant cover cannot 
be kept on the field all the 
rime. However a close grow ­ 
ing crop can be kept on the 
field much of the time - per­ 
haps one-half or one-third of 
the time. Tills can be done 
by rotating the crops by using 
a cropping system that al­ 
ternates tilled crops with 
grasses or legumes. 
Other conservation mea­ 
surements such as stubble 
mulching can be used to help 
reduce risks brought on by 
removing file plant cover.

Forage affects grow th 


Forage requirements for 
buck deer to grow and pro­ 
duce antlers vary with size 
and age. A deer 1.5 yean 
old weigliing 50 pounds has 
a forage requirement of 2 
pounds of matter with an en­ 
ergy content of 3600 calories 
and a protein conic at of 13- 
16 percent. While a deer 
I. 5 years old weighing I OO 
pounds needs 3.5 pounds of 
matter with an energy con­ 
tent of 6300 calories and a 
protein content of 13-16 per­ 
cent. 
Forage must be adequate 
both in quantity and quality 
in order for bucks to grow' in 
body size and produce desir­ 
able antlers. One very im­ 
portant principle is that nu­ 
tritional demands for body 
growth take precedence over 
nutritional demands for ant­ 
ler grow'til. Tills simply 
means tfiat a growing deer on 
poor rations w ill not produce 
antlers equivalent to his 
genetic capability. 
Deer growth as measured 
by body weight is not constant 
but seasonal. Most growth 
occurs during tile sum net and 
during Hie fall before the 
breeding season begins* Dur­ 
ing the breeding season, food 
consumption is reduced and 
body fat reserves are utilized 
to maintain breeding activi­ 


ties. 
Bucks forced to exist on 
low-energy or low'-protein 
rations throughout ti ie lr grow­ 
ing years never reach die 
body size tliat deer on full 


rations attain. 
The amount of forage con­ 
sumed per day by male deer 
varies witli seasons. Forage 
consumption starts to increase 
about April and continues co 


increase until die beginning 
of tile breeding season in 1 Oc­ 
tober. When breeding acti­ 
vity begins, food «onsump- 
tion drops drastically to a 
minimum Maintenance diet. 
The growth of the deer also 
corresponds to die same pat­ 
tern. For this reason, die 
sum mer is probably the most 
critical period of the year for 
the deer.

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Benefits Are Plentiful in Conservation Practices 


by Vernon Grunewald 


Tliis is a good time to 
talk about the benefits that 
one can receive from the 
Agriculture Stabllzation and 
Conservation Service. This 
agency can give financial 
assistance to landowners in 
the performance of approved 
conservation practices under 
die Rural Environmental As­ 
sistance Program. 
This agency and the Soil 
Conservation Service are two 
different agencies of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture but 
we work in close cooperation 
in carrying out conservation 
on farm and ranch land in 
the Medina Valley Soil Con­ 
servation District. 
If you I lave a large pasture 
and wish to cross-fence to 
improve vegetative cover and 
rotate your cattle, you can 
receive up to 3Oft of the cost.* 
of all materials and labor as 
long as it does not exceed 
die fair and reasonable 
amount determined by the 
country committee. You can 
use barb wire or netting, 
cedar, mesquite, or steel 


posts. 
On wells, you can receive 
approximately 50^o of the 
cost of drilling and casing as 
long as the well is not first 
water on the farm or ranch 
is needed for adequate water 
and better distribution of 
livestock grazing. 


You can also add a water 
storage facility or trough for 
livestock if needed. Tire 
storage facility must hold a 
minimum of 3000 gallons. 
Again, tire 50°]o assistance is 
based on a fair price for such 
work, determined by your 
county committee. 
You are entitled to assis­ 
tance if you wish to run a 
pipe line to another pasture 
to furnish water for livestock. 
Tire pasture rn ast be large 
enough to carry at least 7 A/U 
on a yearly basis, the cost 
share is 50% of cost. The 
pipe line can be metal or 
plastic. 
If you need a farm pond, 
tire assistance is ll cents per 
cu. yard, as tire fair price is 
22 cents. This means if you 
qualify for a farm pond, the 
assistance is 50 percent of 
the cost of actual yards mov­ 
ed. To qualify for tills prac­ 
tice the pasture rn ist be in 
grass and carry at least 7 A/U 
on an average yearly basis. 
Tliis practice is not approved 
on cropland unless it has been 
planted to a permanent grass 
and has a good cover. 
For a wildlife pond for 
deer, turkey, or filii, pay­ 
ment is ll cents per yard of 
soil ss loved. If the wildlife 
pond is in a pasture, tire pond 
must be fenced to keep out 


livestock. 


Payment is also available 
for terraces. On tills practice 
you can receive payment for 
50% of tile cost of perform­ 
ance based on the average 
fair price determined by your 
committee. 
If you liave a field with 
outside water running through 
it, you can construct a dlver- 
s ion terrace tliat w ill divert 
water around tile field to a 
safe outlet. Or, if you have 
a farm pond that needs more 
runoff to furnish adequate 
water for livestock, you w ill 
probably qualify for cost-care 
at the rate of IO cents per 
yard of soil moved. Details 
of this procedure are a v a il­ 
able from the ASCS office. 
For irrigation farmers, 
approximately 30% of cost 
share is allowed on installing 
c ncrete, asbestos, or plastic 


underground pipelines. 
If 
you are irrigating and your 
water goes tile wrong direction 
or everywhere, or you get 
tired of using die shovel, we 
w ill level it properly and 
give you cost share of about 
30% of the cost of the average 
fair price of leveling. 
All prices on the listed 
conservation practices are 
based on die fair price de­ 
termined by the committee. 
Dairy farmers, feedlots, 
or farmers in the hog business, 
can receive assistance in tile 
construction of a lagoon to 
control pollution of water, 
land, and air. Tliis practice 
covers pits and diversions to 
carry livestock waste to a 
safe and protected area. 
Waterways are another 
approved practice, for runoff 
water that goes tiirough crop­ 


land. This covers shaping 
die waterway, planting, and 


fertilization. Cost sliare is 
50%. 
That old field that has 
been a constant erosion pro­ 
blem can be planted to a 
permanent grass. For this 
practice you w ill receive 30% 
of die cost, as determined by 
die committee for seed, 
sprigging, and fertilization. 
To clear the brush and 
shape in draws and creeks 
where one can seed or sprig 
and fertilize, you can receive 
cost sliare in the amount of 
$55 per acre to rid your place 
of this erosion eye-sore, or 
an amount to be determined 
by your local county com­ 
mittee. 
Brush problems? Well you 
can receive payment for root- 
plowing, stacking and seeding 


your rangeland. Maximum 
payment is $15 per acre. 
Ae 
need lots of brush control in 
the District. Also range seed­ 
ing. Payment is also allow­ 
ed for cedar cutting and con­ 


trol. 
Aerial spraying is allowed 
for mesquite and assistance is 
approximately 50%, based on 
the average fair price. 


Remember, you must make 
application and get approval 
of die practice before you 
start the work. The engineer 
ing and design of all work 
will by laid out free of charge 
by SCS technicians. 
For further information on 
the requirements of any prac­ 
tice, check with the local 
Agriculture Stabilization or 
Soil Conservation Service in 
Hondo.

The United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture and rural 
people constitute the f i r s t 
line of defense for those 
things agriculture, so says E. 
L. Abbott, Soil Conservation 
Service, Hondo. 


When the shooting war Is 
underway or over; -- when 
the surviving m ao is emerge 
from w o weeks underground, 
United States Department of 
Agriculture and rural people 
will be looked to lor leader­ 
ship in producing foods and 
fibers free of poise nous radio­ 
active substances. 
Soil Conservate >n Service 
has ti ie se assigned responsi­ 
bilities: Radiological moni­ 
toring of agricultural l a n d s 
and water, - Monitoring of 
farm commodities stored or 
harvestable on farms, ranch­ 
es. or bin sites, — Advising 
on livestock safet). SCS has 
provided its field jersonnel 
with monitoring equipment 
and has a continuiig training 
program on technical know­ 
how to enable execution of 
their assigned responsibilities. 
Their work, (re cognizing 
and determining tile defense 
measures to be taken on the 
land to insure radiation free 
food and fiber products) is 
done thru die offices of coun­ 
ty and state defense boards. 
Monitoring information is 
also freely exchan ^ed with 
the local civil defense auth­ 
orities. 
Let's take some situations 
that could develop following 
a nuclear attack. Dairy cat­ 
tle grazing pastures contam­ 


inated with radioactive fall­ 
out will produce milk con­ 
taining radioactive suInstanc­ 
es. This is particularly true 
for iodine and strontium. 
These cause thyroid damage 
and bone cancer. Tills would 
be particularly damaging to 
children, who use the milk. 
Tile problem is how to pro­ 
duce pure milk, or what to 
do with milk, that has radio­ 
active contamination. 
Pure 
milk could be produced b> 
closing the cows in a clean 
barn with a long time supply 
of clean feed. This could 
seldom be realized. Alterna­ 
tive must be readied. Solu­ 
tion: Determine the level of 
contamination of tile pas­ 
tures being grazed. Depend­ 
ing upon the level of con­ 
tamination, decisions must 
be made through the county 
and state defense boards to 
release die milk for public 
consumption, to process it 
into another product like 
butter or cheese and store it 
until it is a safe product, or 
to perhaps deny grazing al­ 
together for the safety of 
the animal. 
Another situation: Radio­ 
active dust descended upon 
cattle which were in the 
open. What should be done 
with these cattle? Here a- 
gain the SCS monitor deter­ 
mines how much radiation 
these cattle have received. 
Armed with this Information 
die county and state defense 
boards may make one of sev­ 
eral decisions. The cattle 
may be evacuated to a 
"cleaner" area, or "clean" 


(radioactive free) feeds may 
be brought to tile rn, the cat­ 
tle may be salvaged for food, 
or tile} may be field pending 
recovery from the expected 
radiation sickness. 
Another situation: A cul­ 
tivated area lias received ra­ 
dioactive fallout. The ques­ 
tions: Shall this land be used 
for production of vegetables 
or cereals for human consump­ 
tion? Should it be used for 
fiber or feed crops? Should it 
be converted to grazing crops 
or tree crops? None of these ? 
How can the land be trated 
so that only tile safest level 
of radioactive elements find 
their way into the consumable 
product? These decisions can 
be made with tile aid of early 
monitoring information and 
later soil chemical analysis. 
Tile answer lies in the many 
variable factors which must 
be counted and weighed be­ 
fore a final decision can be 
made. The following would 
be taken into consideration: 
Kind and degree of radioac­ 
tive contamination -- Kind 
of soil, particularly its cal­ 
cium content -- Adaptation 
and growth habits of the dif­ 
ferent plants involved -- Rel­ 
ative need for food crops ver­ 
sus grazing or fiber crops — 
ftatential production and cre­ 
dibility of the soils lf Hie 
contaminated surfaces need 
to be removed. 
For tile people of these U- 
nited States, defense plans in 
agriculture are in force. 
These plans will be properly 
executed if the need should 
ever arise.

Septic System s must be 


planned carefully 
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Septic tanks have been 
used for sewage disposal by 


some farmers and suburban­ 


ites for several decades. But 


the electrification of farms 
plus die rapid expander of 


residential areas to rural 


communities within recent 


years have greatly accelerat­ 


ed the number of private 


sewage disposal sy stems now 
being installed. 


If you are one of those 


who must tiave a private sew­ 


age disposal system, doubt­ 
less you would like to have 


one that w ill give many 


years of trouble-free service. 


Tile most satisfactory system 


probably w ill be one that has 
the sewer line leading to a 


septic tank in the yard with 


tile over-flow from the tank 


dispersed over a fairly large 


area through subsurface drain 


tile or perforated pipe. The 


tile or pipe may be laid in 


trendies or in a seepage bed. 
In eitlier case, the septic 


tank and tile or pipe w ill be 


covered with soil and plant­ 


ed to grass, leaving no visible 


evidence of their existence. 
You sliould not assume, 


liowever, that you have ne­ 
cessarily buried all your sew­ 
age problems. 
You should 


(lave no serious trouble if the 


soU iii the disposal area is 


satisfactory and the system 


properly installed. 
But if the 


soil is not satisfactory, you 


are Ukely to have trouble re­ 


gardless of flow w ell tie sew­ 


age disposal system was con­ 
structed.

age disposal system Is wheth­ 


er the soil is suitable for ab­ 
sorbing and faltering the li­ 


quid sewage (the effluent) 


that flows from the septic 


tank. 
Some soils absorb the 
effluent rapidly; other soils 
absorb it very slowly. 


Soils vary' so much from 


place to place that It is not 
possible to give specific rec­ 


ommendations on the soils 


suitable for fUter fields that 


would fit all localities. Fur­ 


thermore, local regulations 
of health authorities vary 
greatly. 


Before you design and 
construct a private sewage 


disposal system you should 


become fam iliar with the 


regulations, permit and in­ 


spection systems, and penal­ 
ties of the local authority 


having jurisdiction over your 
area. 


You probably can get ad­ 


vice and planning aid from 


your city or county planning 


com nisslon, local health 


department, agricultural ex­ 
tension specialist, or engi­ 


neering and agricultural de­ 


partments of colleges and uni­ 


versities and State boards of 
health. 


In addition to conforming 


with all local regulations, 


you should take certain pre­ 


cautions for your own protec­ 
tion and convenience in se­ 


lecting the site for your sew­ 


age filter field. 
Some of the 


more Important things to keep 
in mind are: 


Soil permeability' should 


be moderate to rapid, with a 


percolation rate of at least 


one inch per (lour, 
If there 


is any doubt about tile ab­ 
sorptive rate of tile soil you 


should have a percolation 


test made or refer to a pub­ 
lished soil survey report. 


Ground-water level, dur­ 


ing die wettest season, should 


be at least four feet below 
the ground surface for a sub­ 
surface-tile filter Held and 


four feet below the pit floor 


for a seepage pit. 


Rock formations or other 


impervious layers should be 
more than four feet below' 


the bottom of tilt' trendies, 
see page-bed floor, or pit 
floor. 


Slope of tile ground sur­ 


face is not of great impor­ 


tance on slopes of less titan * 
IO percent, but trench sys­ 


tems and seepage beds are 


difficult to lay out and con­ 


struct on steeper slopes. If 


steep slopes are underlain at 


shallow deptlis by rock or 


otlier impervious material, 


you may I lave serious prob­ 


lems of seepage of septic- 


tank effluent to die soil sur­ 
face. 


Distance to streams or 


other water bodies should be 


at least 50 feet. 
You should 


never Install a filter field on 


a flood plain that is subject 


to flooding. 
Changes in kind of soil 


within a filter field are im ­ 


portant only if the soils dif­ 


fer greatly in absorptive a- 
hility. In such cases you 


should run percolation tests 


for the entire field, and use 


serial distribution of the ef­ 


fluent. 


Soil-survey reports and 


maps can help you select a 


site where soil conditions 
are suitable for a sewage fil­ 
ter field. 


Each cooperator with the 


Medina Valley Soil and W a­ 


ter Conservation District is 
provided a soil map with his 


basic conservation plan. In 


addition, the manuscript is 


being prepared for the M edi­ 


na County' Soil Survey Report 


and w ill be sent to the edi­ 


tors for editing this fall. 


Once the manuscript has 
been edited, it w ill be sent 


to the printing office for pub­ 


lication in book form.

Mr. Wiemers is quick to 
tell anyone who w ill listen

He was bom in Medina 
County and has lived near 
Yancey, Texas all of his 
life and devoted most of 
this time to farming and 
ranching.

Cooperators with the Me­ 
dina Valley Soil and Water 
Conservation District, may 
request pond management as­ 
sistance from Soil Conserva­ 
tion technicians, A pond sur­ 
vey can be made and a sound 
pond management program 
developed. 
Copper sulphate applied 
at the rate of approximately 
three pounds per acre foot of 
water will usually kill the 
undesirable algae and moss, 
and U to be followed in a- 
bout three weeks with com­ 
mercial fertilizer to promote 
beneficial algae growth. 
Beneficial algae hloom 
serves a dual purpose. It 
provides an excellent food 
for fish and clouds tile pond 
water preventing the growth 
of pond weeds and mosses 
that require sunlight to grow 
and thrive. 
Copper sulphate at recom­ 
mended rates is not harmful 
to fisli, livestock water or for 
swimming waters. Bonds 
should be fertilized with ap­ 
proximately IOO pounds of 
8-8-8 or 10-10-10 per sur­ 
face acre to begin with, and 
adding 30 to 40 pounds every 
ten days until tire algae 
bloom hides a white object 
at an 18-inch depth. 
Information on fishpond 
management such as fertili­ 
zation rates, moss and weed 
problems and fish stocking 
rates can be obtained from 
the Soil Conservation Serv­ 
ice Work Unit Office in Hon­ 
do.

Brush control does not mean eradication 


Landowners* defies con­ 
cerning brush control In Me­ 
dina County are changing. In 
the past they were only con­ 
cerned with clearing the land 
to produce more forage for 
their livestock. They m ist 
now consider the value of die 
land with or without trees, 
tic trees as food and protec­ 
tion for wildlife, plus In­ 
creased forage production for 


domestic livestock. 
As more people are pay­ 
ing to hunt deer and other 
wild game, landowners are 
w anting to preserve a natural 
habitat suitable for wildlife. 
Since trees provide food and 
protection for many species 
of wildlife, some must be 
preserved. Even the undesir­ 
able brush species should be 
preserved to a certain extent. 


The extent will depend upon 
the brush species and kind of 
wildlife using the area. This 
can be done by the selective 
thinning of the low produc­ 
tive and less partible spe­ 
cies of brush on the more 
productive soils to Increase 
grass production. 
Brush can 
be left on the poorer soils 
in a pattern so as to provide 
cover and food for wildlife. 


Considering that it takes 
four times as much water to 
produce a pound of brush as to 
produce a pound of grass, one 
can readily see that grass 
production can increase fol­ 
lowing brush control. 
Grass is unable to grow un­ 
der thick brush due to die 
shading effect caused by 
brush. Without adequate sun­ 
light grass is unable to man­ 


ufacture food for future growth 
and is not as palatable as 
grass grown in open areas. 


By considering these 
points of view, one can make 
better and more profitable 
decisions concerning his 
land.

Each class is 


designated by a Roman num­ 


eral and each Is different be­ 


cause of the kind of soil, die 
slope, tile de cree of erosion, 


the fertility, and tlie physi­ 


cal condition of the soiL As 
you go from class I to class 


V III, your choices in the 
use become fewer and tile 


risks become greater. 
Knowing tills, the best 


possible way to make land 


use decisions is to use a . ood 


soils map. For example, 
very shallow soil on a steep 


slope would be of a capabili­ 


ty not suitable for cultiva­ 


tion. 
However, very shallow 
soils on a steep slope would 


be capable of supporting 


good range grasses. 
Treating the land accord­ 


ing to its needs is the next 1- 


tem of Importance. 
Soil, 


water, and planr conserva­ 


tion practices such as con­ 


servation cropping systems, 
contour farming, terrace con­ 


struction, terrace mainten­ 


ance, crop residue use and 


crop rotations can be applied 


to cropland now and affect 


tills years crop yields. In 


addition to these practices, 


cover crops and soil Improve - 


ment crops can be applied 


now and w ill affect yield for 


yean to come. 
Sm all grains, 


grain sorghums, forage sor­ 


ghums, and legumes have 


been used in tills area, at­ 


taining good benefits. Tile 


legumes, liowever, normally 


add more nitrogen to the soil 


than non-legumes.
